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The Carrboro Beautification Survey and Program is a 
municipally adopted program that presents, in handbook 
format, asseries of goals, guidelines’ and projects which 
if implemented will provide the town with a comprehensive 
beautification program to be effectuated over a three-to- 


five year period. 
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INTRODUCTION 


This handbook was prepared especially for use by the Carrboro 
Beautification Commission as a guide for the development of a community- 


wide beautification program. 


A beautification program is usually initiated by some interested 
individual or group based upon a felt need. However, no program can be 
truly successful unless there is a conscious effort by the majority of 
community citizens to take an active part in making the goals of a beau- 


tification program a reality. 


This handbook provides a survey of the community, pointing out 
existing. conditions which lend themselves to an overall pleasing visual 
atmosphere. It also presents a detailed survey of problem areas and an 


analysis of each of these problems. 


Msoederesulv Olestuilcncurvey id analysis, Objectives for’an effective 
beautification program should be formulated. The program should then be 
developed into a continuing process which will actively involve individuals 
and community groups in a cooperative effort which will result in the 
achievement of meaningful beautification objectives and related community 


improvement goals. 
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APPEARANCE: A REFLECTION OF COMMUNITY VALUES 


Appearance enhances the spectrum of values a community has to offer. 
It provides a sense of comfort and well-being. Good appearance invites 
new families who in turn stimulate business and other activities. It 


encourages new industry. 


Every community, in order to grow in quality, should examine itself 
closely to determine if it measures up in the intangible areas which have 


come to mean as much to people as has the area of economic development. 


Many sections of a town do not have to be "beautiful" to be visually 
pleasing, but all areas should project an image and certain characteristics 


which blend functionally into a unified, healthful environment. 


Carrboro is presently at the threshold of community change. With an 
ever-growing population, newer structures, new land uses, colors and 
arrangements are quickly affecting the atmosphere of the Town. The citizens 
of Carrboro can have.much impact on the style and quality of Carrboro's 
atmosphere if they become involved as both individuals and organizations in 
realistic goals and projects which can be completed with tangible results

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CARRBORO: <A POSITIVE VIEW 


The Town of Carrboro has many areas and sites which constitute 
positive visual features. The gently rolling terrain lends itself to 
attractive natural areas both in the town approaches and in the various 
residential areas throughout the town. An abundance of trees and other 
greenery gives the town a relatively quiet atmosphere while softening 


harsh visual lines formed by streets and various structures. 


The motorist traveling from south to north might enter Carrboro on 
the smith Level Road. This route, located along the top of.a broad ridge, 
provides a relatively open visual perspective. There are ample trees and 
Open spaces providing a pleasing view as one passes through the area. 

As one progresses up South Greensboro Street, he sees a residential area 
with houses well spaced from the highway, a few large trees and rather 


sparsely planted yards. Generally the view is a very good one. 


The Jones Ferry Road, a western approach to Carrboro, provides a 
Perreshingevilsualsyvyarvety.eeAtathes outer edge, ofsthe Carrboro: planning 
and zoning district, the road crosses a portion of University Lake, the 
local water reservoir. The view of the surrounding forest and water is 


retreshing:. 


The Greensboro Road (N.C. 54) provides a direct route to the City 
of Greensboro, It is distinguished by its rises and dips and its 
surrounding woodlands at its outer extremities, with Morgan Creek serving 


as a major visual focal point. 
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As one passes the N. C. 54 Bypass turn-off, he approaches the town 
limits and eventually arrives at the West Main Street intersection. In 
this particular area, one finds modest homes, well landscaped and main- 
tained. Maintenance and housekeeping of the business establishments be- 
tween Hillsborough Street and Greensboro Street are very good. However, 


additional storage structures could help keep the area more tidy. 


In this area, the Carrboro Town Hall occupies spacious, neatly-kept 
grounds on the west side of Main Street. There are opportunities here 


for additional landscaping and for structural improvements. 


The approach to Carrboro from the Town of Hillsborough is a route 
through rolling rural countryside. As the road approaches the town limits 
it levels off somewhat. Homes in this vicinity are located mostly on the 
east side in large lots. The west side is made up largely of thick wood- 


lands. 


As Hillsborough Road conjuncts with North Greensboro Street, one can 
view a comparatively new residential area. The stretch of road southeast 
of the Hillsborough Road-Greensboro Street intersection is one of the most 
pleasant residential streets in Carrboro. Homes are well kept, cleanly 
maintained, and well landscaped. Paved sidewalks and curbing could do 


much to enhance the appearance of this area. 


North Greensboro Street, running north from the Town's Main Street 
intersection, provides pleasing dips and curves along with a view of 
much greenery along the roadside. The eventual widening of this street 
and the installation of curbs and gutters could do much for the appearance 


of this street. 
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Estes Drive Extension which approaches Carrboro to the northeast 
from Chapel Hill, crosses Bolin Creek. The dominant visual impact here 
is one of greenery, woodland, open space, and stream. This area, in- 
herently beautiful, could be made more visually pleasing. The neighbor- 
hood area in the vicinity of Estes Drive needs intensive clean-up and 
yard landscaping in order to preserve the natural, uncluttered atmosphere 
one finds as he travels northeast toward Chapel Hill on Estes Drive. 

Carrboro's downtown area offers several positive visual features. 
The largest and one of the most dominant structures is the remodeled 
Carrboro Baptist Church on the northeast corner of Greensboro and Main 
DURCCUS. 

Uneuilewedstuslde Ol Malnnotrect in the Central Business District 
area, one finds the largest concentration of business establishments. 
The strict building line is broken in several. areas by vacant lots and 
open parking lots, which lend a pleasing openness to the downtown area. 
Several buildings have canopies installed over the sidewalks. Removal 
of excess signs and color-paint coordination could do much for this area's 
visual atmosphere. 

Two outstanding positive features of the Central Business District 
area are Fitch Lumber Company and the spacious industrial yards across 
from the Carrboro Baptist Church. 

There are many nice residential areas and individual homes inter- 
spersed throughout the Town, as well as many scattered sites or areas 


which show the potential for relatively easy visual improvements, 
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A PLAN OF ACTION FOR CARRBORO 


A community should be planned with an eye to the effect made upon the 
citizenry by being continually surrounded with a maximum of beauty. Many 
times this precept is neglected by a community's citizens as they become 
at first accustomed to and finally visually calloused to the deficiencies 


within their environment. 


Although Carrboro offers many positive environmental features, there 
is much which can be done to improve the overall visual environment of the 


town. 


Such a challange cannot be met with the creation of a few more parks 
or playgrounds. It will require attention to all facets of the community - 
from buildings to road structure to vacant lots. A concern for sound 
appearance must infuse every aspect of the town, and this concern should be 
the responsibility of the local government, supported by active and concerned 


citizens. 


The project of beautifying Carrboro cannot be done by isolated committees 
and isolated individuals. It will require a cooperative community effort 


channeled through the Carrboro Beautification Commission. 


This section presents a priority list of general beautification goals 
and a series of projects which, if implemented, will result in the eventual 


realization of these goals. 


Before actually launching any program, the Beautification Commission 


should be sure to gain the approval and support of local officials. The 
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Mayor, the Town Manager and others can lend valuable assistance. In 
addition, the Commission should consult various officials, agencies, and 


clubs who can give valuable aid in the specified work project areas. 


Following is a list of possible goals and objectives which should 


provide a practical framework for the Carrboro Beautification Program.

Although planting street trees is a common practice in many North 
Carolina cities, the full value has not generally been achieved from such 
planting because of lack of a comprehensive community plan and careless 
selection of trees by abutting property owners. With proper guidance most 
property owners will gladly plant the trees which will contribute most to 
the permanent beauty of their street and will avoid planting trees which 
eventually create traffic hazards and interfere with sewers, sidewalks, 


and utility installations. 


No community is complete without the beauty of well-placed street

tained can become a liability. Trees may be planted too close to the 
Curbeokuatecornersawhere they interfere with proper vision, thus making 
them hazardous to the safe use of the street. Trees planted without 
regard to their fully grown size, may interfere with overhead utilities. 
They may be planted so that their roots will clog sewers, push up side- 


walks, or interfere with the maintenance of underground utilities. 
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7. 


Through a planned program, sponsored by Carrboro in conjunction with 
local garden clubs and civic groups, a planting program can add beauty to 


the city at very little expense over a period of years. 


It is necessary that the plan must be developed and continued as a 
long-term program. A city ordinance regulating the care and planting of 
trees on city streets should be adopted. The ordinance should vest in 
some public authority (City Council, Park Commission, Beautification 
Commission, or Planning Commission) the right to regulate the care and 
planting of trees on public land. The ordinance need not require that 
all of the work related to tree care be performed by the city, but may 
merely provide that such work will be done subject to supervision. A 
suggested ordinance will be found attached at the end of this particular 


section. 


CONTROL OF STREET TREE PLANTING 


As soon as an ordinance is adopted, as many interested persons and 
organizations as possible should be enlisted to help sponsor and carry 
out the plan. The individual property owners should be notified regarding 
the plan and told specifically what type of tree is proposed for the space 
in front of his property, where it is to be located, and how to plant and 
care for it. Only trees which are adaptable to the soil and climate of 
the Carrboro area should be selected. Consideration should be given to 
the height of the trees, the rate of growth, the length of life, the root 


system, the maintenance problems and the resistance to disease. 
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In deciding where trees should be placed consideration should be given 
to existing and planned utilities, the width of parking strips, and potential 
traffic hazards caused by full-grown trees. For maximum development large 
shade trees should be placed at least 50 feet apart and smaller trees at 
least 30-35 feet apart. On streets where the parking strip is very narrow, 
or where the sidewalk has been placed near the curb, the best procedure is 
to plant on the property owner's side of the walk. This provides a better 
growing area for the root system and keeps the trees far enough back from 


the street to avoid becoming a traffic hazard. 


TREE SELECTION BY AREA 


It is recommended that a single species be used for a considerable 
distance along a given street, but to avoid monotony and to avoid the 
possibility of disease or of insect attacks, as many different kinds of 
trees as practical should be used throughout the city. Small flowering 
trees such as Carolina Cherry Laurel, Dogwood or Fosteri Holly - backed by 
pine trees for yard planting - could have a visually pleasing effect in 


several residential areas. 


In areas where few trees have been planted, there is an opportunity 
to show what can be done with a tree planting plan. In older districts, 
where some trees already exist, planting should conform with that variety 


already in existence. 
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It will probably not be feasible to plant trees at a high density 
rate in the two Central Business Districts; however, suitable trees can be 
planted in strategic spots along the streets to relieve the bareness of 
the business districts. The ginkgo tree is a species that grows well in 


ScOUeesccdscity districts. 


INITIATING THE PROGRAM

This 
permit allows planting in the road right-of-way, when the recommended

HIGHWAY AND STREET PLANTING IN MUNICIPALITIES 


The following standards and conditions for tree, shrub and ground 
cover planting apply to those State Highway System highways and streets 
within municipalities where the speed limit is 45 miles per hour or less. 
Planting on sections with a higher speed limit and planting that involves 
exceptions to these standards and conditions must have written approval of 
the Commission before planting is done. 


Distance from Travel Lane. The following are required minimum distances 
from the edge of travel lane:

Vertical Clearances. A minimum clearance of 16 feet above the entire 
pavement width must be maintained at all times. 


Unless individual site conditions require an initial 7 foot sidewalk 
clearance on the right side of the highway, lesser clearance due to use of 
small-size plants is permissible; but as the plants grow, progressive under- 
trimming should be done to obtain the eventual 7 foot clearance over a 
sidewalk area. (Sketches A,B) 


Sight Distances. Shrubs must be kept low, and trees and large shrubs 
undertrimmed sufficiently to permit clear sight in the area between 2 feet 
and 6 feet above roadway elevations. (Sketch C) Due to widely varying 
conditions of topography, highway alignment and grade, and type and volume 
of vehicular and pedestrian traffic, necessary sight distances longitudinally 
along the highway and in excess of the lateral minimum described above must 
be individual site determinations. 


Choice of Plants. Tall growing trees should not be selected for 
planting beneath utility lines and wide-spreading trees should not be used 
unless there is sufficient width of planting area to accommodate them 
without continuing severe pruning. 
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Small trees and large shrubs should be used which are adaptable to 
undertrimming without destroying their desired normal appearance. Only low- 
growing shrubs are to be used in medians and close to the edge of shoulders 
to avoid need for continuing severe pruning. In some locations all shrubs 
should be omitted, but this must be an individual site determination by the 
municipality. 


In curb and gutter areas ground cover is permissible between curb and 
shrubs to avoid narrow mowing strips. (Sketch C). 


Plantings of kinds of plants requiring special care (such as roses, 
bulbs, flower beds, formal hedges) are not eligible for State maintenance 
funds. If installed, such plantings must be maintained entirely at 
municipal expense. 


Pavement Removal. When pavement remains beneath traffic channelization 
islands, such pavement may not be broken or removed without written 
permission from the Commission. 


Effect on Mowing and Drainage. Trees should be placed sufficiently 
far apart, and low shrubs should be grouped in beds of a shape that will 
facilitate mower operation and avoid excessive mower maneuvering or hand 
Criminal lLaitinegs are toebe made in a manner that will not interfere 
with proper drainage of the highway or street.

Any tree or shrub growing in a parking strip or any public place, or 
in private property, which is endangering or which in any way may endanger 
the security or usefulness of any public street, sewer, or sidewalk, is 
hereby declared to be a public nuisance, and the city may remove or trim 
such tree, or may require the property owner to remove or trim any such 
tree on private property, or in a parking strip abutting upon said owner's 
property. Failure of the property owner to remove or trim such tree 
after day's notice by the city recorder shall be deemed a violation 
of this ordinance, and the may then remove or trim 


said tree and assess the costs against the property. 
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Section 8. Appeals 

Appeals from orders made hereunder may be made by filing written notice 
thereof with the city recorder within ten days after such order is received, 
stating in substance that the appeal is being made from such order to the 
City Council. The recorder shall thereupon call such appeal to the 
attention of the City Council at the next regular succeeding meeting, at 
which meeting the appellant and the may present evidence. 


Action taken by the City Council after such hearing shall be conclusive.

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General Promotion 

The key to success in any endeavor might be embodied in the formula 
(preparation-product-promotion). Promotion is certainly one of the most 
important aspects of the success formula. Since no program can succeed in 
a vacuum, it is essential that all the citizens of Carrboro learn about 
the Beautification Program, The Commission, by publicizing its activities, 
can let people know what it is going to do, when and where projects will 


be done, and how and why they are being done. 


As a first step, someone responsible for publicity should be appointed 
from the Beautification Commission. Whoever is appointed should have access 


to the mass media as well as the more subtle promotional channels. 


Both a long-range and a short-range publicity schedule should be 
established. Some of the activities on this schedule might include the 
following:

In addition, specific publicity for scheduled short-range Work Plans 


should be kept at a maximum level.
